PREFACE 


This  report  is  one  in  a series  on  Soviet  Ground  Force  and  Logistic 
installations  being  prepared  for  a DIA/CIA  Panel.  The  series  is  being 
coordinated,  published  and  disseminated  by  NP1C.

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SUMMARY 


The  Nemaksciai  Petroleum  Products  Stor- 
age Underground  is  located  at  the  northeast 
edge  of  Aukskeliai  (Figure  1). 

This  POL  storage  installation  covers  60 
acres  and  contains  20  vertical  POL  tanks  in 
2 sections  and  a probable  underground  storage 


area  (Figures  2 and  3). 

Four  KEYHOLE  missions  between  April 
1963  and  October  1964  covered  this  area.  Com- 
parative analysis  reveals  that  6 POL  tanks, 
2 storage  buildings,  and  2 rail  spurs  have 
been  added  since  April  1963. 


DESCRIPTION  OF  INSTALLATION 


Railroad  Service 

Three  single-track  rail  spurs  from  the 
Taurage-Siauliai  rail  line  serve  the  area. 

Road  Service 

The  area  has  access  to  the  main  Kaunas- 
Klaipeda  road. 

General  Storage  Area 

Area  E contains  2 long  storage  buildings. 
POL  Storage  Areas 

Area  G1  contains  14  tanks,  two  40  feet 
in  diameter,  one  35  feet  In  diameter,  three 


30  feet  in  diameter,  and  seven  20  feet  in  diameter 
and  one  30  feet  in  diameter  which  appear  to  be 
walled  or  revetted. 

Area  G2  is  a probable  underground  storage 
area  with  1 possible  underground  tank  60  feet 
in  diameter. 

Area  G3  contains  6 tanks  30  feet  in  diameter 
and  1 support  building. 

Other  Buildings 

Area  H contains  6 support  buildings. 

Equipment  Storage/Maintenance  Area 

Area  J contains  an  80-  by  30-foot  possible 
vehicle  shed. 
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
